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THE    VEGETABLE  SITUATION 
Sunmary 

Supplies  of  potatoes,  dry  edible  beans,   and  many  truck  crops  for 
market  for  the  winter  marketing  period  are  indicated  to  be  larger  than  a 
year  earlier,  but  those  of  sv^eetpotatoes  end  mor^t  canned  vegetables  probably 
will  be  smaller. 

Prospects  for  the  late  potato  crop  improved  somewhat  during  August, 
and  the  estimate  vms  increased  8  million  bushels  as  of  September  1,  It  is 
also  about  8  million  bushels  larger  than  the  1939  late  crop.  Partly  because 
of  this  improvement  in  the  late  crop  prospect  and  partly  because  of  an  in- 
crease in  marketings,  prices  of  important  varieties  declined  during  recent 
weeks.  The  outlook  for  1941  is  for  some  expansion  in  the  fall  and  early 
acreage  to  be  planted  in  the  Southt rn  States. 

The  crop  prospect  for  sv/eetpotatoes  was  im.proved  slightly  during 
August,  but  production  is  still  indicated  to  be  som.ewhat  smaller  than  that 
of  last  season.     Market  prices  declined  seasonally  during  recent  weeks. 

Supplies  of  dry  edible  beans  this   season  probably  v/ill  be  somevmat 
larger  th?n  the  relatively  large  supply  available  last  season.     The  c-rry- 
over  is  now  indicated  to  be  about  as  large  as  a  year  earlier  but  th;  crop 
is  about  1.1  million  bags  larger. 

Production  of  msny  of  the  lete  truck  crops  for  market  is  substantially 
larger  this  season  than  last  snd  is  expected  to  provide  ample  m.arket  supplies 
for  the  fall  months.     Only  the  output  of  late  onions,  green  peas,  and  tomatoe 
is  indicated  to  be  smaller  than  that  of  last  season.     Adequate  qurntities  of 
such  storage  crops  as  aabbage,  carrots,   celery,   and  onions  are  in  prospect. 
Also  the  outlook  is  for  some  expansion  in  the  fall  plantings  of  most  of  the

truck  crops  grown  in  the  Southern  States  for  the  early  winter  market. 

Because  of  smaller  yields  p^r  aero  than  a  year  earlier,   the  production 
of  truck  crops  for  processing  is  not  much  larger  than  in  1939,  despite  an 
increase  in  the  plpjited  acreage.     A  slight  "".ncrease  in  the  total  pack;  Is  in 
prospect,  but  this  increase  v/111  be-  more  than  offset  by  a  decreased  carry- 
over,

POTATOES 

The  late,  potato  crop  made  some  improvement  during  August  and  was  re- 
ported as  of  September  1  at  298  million  bushels.     The  crop  is  8  million 
bushels  larger  than  that  of  1939   and  2.6  million  larger  than  the  lO-year 
(1929-38)  average.     As  compared  with  production  in  1939,  the  crop  thi's  season 
is  nearly  9  million  bushels  ■  larger  in  the  8  Eastern  late  States,  and  about 
4  million  bushels  larger  in  the  10  Central  States.     It  is  about  5  million 
bushels  smaller  in  the  12  'western  States.     Market  supplies  for  the  fall  and 
vdnter  months,  therefore,  probably  will,  be  larger  than  a  year  earlier  in  the 
east,   and  about  the  seone  in  the  Central  and  Western  States. 

For  the  spring  months  supplies  will  depend  upon  the  quantity  of  late 
crop  potatoes  held  in  storage  about  April  1  find  upon  the  size  of  the  1941 
early  crop.     The  first  part  of  the  spring  supply  will  depend  largely  upon  the 
rate  of  marketings  of  the  1940  lat,e  cro-p  between  now  rend  April  1. 

lAFith  regard  to  the  early  crop,  the  first  harvest  of  which  is  marketed 
during  the  winter  months,  the  outlook  is  for  a  somewhat  larger  plpjited  acreage 
In  South  Florida,  v;herc  the  acreage  has  increased  sharply  in  recent  years, 
growers  received  a.n  average  of  $1.35  per  bushel  for  last  year's  crop  as 
compared  with  $1.25  tlie  previous  year  and  70  cents  for  the  crop  of  2  yeeirs 
earlier.     These  higher  prices  are  the  result  of  a  decreased  production 
occasioned  by  low  yields,  a  situation  that  should  be  given  consideration  in 
planning  1941  production.     A  fp.ll  ^md  winter  acreage  of  potatoes  like  that 
grovm  in  1939  and  1940  with  average  yields  vrould  result  in  a  crop  somewhat 
larger  than  the  1,138,000  bushels  produced  in  1940. 

In  the  North  Florida-Lower  Valley  of  Texas  area  yields  were  unusually 
.high  in  1940;   and  with  a  slightly  increased  acreage,  this  resulted  in  a  very 
large  spring  production..    Prices  to  growers  averaged  only  96  cents  per  bushel 
compared  with  ,"11.11  a  year  earlier.     In  the  North  Florida  section  a  shift  to 
higher  yielding  varieties  has  resulted  in  increased  total  returns.     It  is 
probable,  therefore,  that  there  will  be  some  increase  in  plantings  in  this 
area  in  1941  despite  the  lower  prices  received  for  the  1940  crop. 

In  the  second  section  of  early  commercial  States,  which  includes  the 
Gulf-  Coast  States  and  California,  prices  for  the  1940  crop  averaged  75  cents 
per  bushel  compared  mth  58  cents  in  1939  and  56  cents  in  1938.     Yields  in 
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this  area  in  1940  were  lower  than  in  1939,   end  resulted  in  a  slightly  smaller 
crop  despite  an  increased  acreage.     This  situation  should  be  given  consider- 
ation in  plsjining  acreage  in  1941.  ■ 

Although  the  acreage  of  coininercial  potatoes  in  the  second  early  and 
intermediate  groups  of  States  vras  reduced  slightly  in  1940  from  that  in  1939, 
higher  ^.^iclds  per  acre  resulted  in  a  somev;hat  expanded  production.  This 
larger  output  resulted  in  lovrer  prices  in  1940  compared  with  the  previous 
season,   and  probably  v/i  11  cause  growers  to  reduce  plantings  further  in  1941. 
Both  acreage  and  production  in  some  of  these  Stat'-s  ?iave  been  declining  in 
recent  years  as  a  result  of  increasing  competition  from  other  areas-  end 
declining  prices.  I 

In  summary,  it  appears  that  the  market  supply  of  potatoes  available 
for  the  next  6  to  9  months  vfill  be  somewhat  larger  than  that  o.vailable  last 
season.     Offsetting  the  increased  supply  to  some  extent  is  the  prospect  that 
consumer  purchasing  power  vdll  be  higher  than  in  the  1939-40  season. 

Sl^/EETPOTATOES    ,  "  • 

Prospects  for.,  the  1940  sv-reetpotato  crop  increased  slightly  during 
August,  and  a  crop  of  66.9  million  bushels  v;as  indicated  as  of  September  1. 
The  crop  is  about  5.8  million  bushels  smaller  than  the  1939  crop,  which  was 
about  equal  to  the  lO-yef-.r  (1929-38)  average.     Present  prospects  point  to 
smaller  market  supplies  this  .  season  as  com.parod  v.d.th  a.  year  earlier  in  im- 
portajit  Atlpjitic  Coast  and  South  Central  States,  but  to  slightly  larger 
supplies  in  the  North  Central  States  ssid  in  California. 

Srnaller  m.arketings  this  season  to  date  together  v/ith  the  smaller  crop 
prospect  have  resulted  in  higher  market  prices  than  a  year  earlier.  Prices 
declined  seasonally,  hcv.-ever,   during  recent  weeks.     The  seasonal  low  level 
or  prices  is  usually  reached  in  late  October  vihen  the  bulk  of  the  crop  is 
being  harvested,     a  part  of  the  crop  is  usually  stored  for  marketing  during 
the  winter  and  spring  months  when  the  price  trend  is  upv'.'ard. 

The  outlook  for  1941  is  for  a  slight  increase  in  plantings.     In  the 
cotton-groxving  States  the  sweetpotato  acreage  probably  will  show  little  change 
from  that  plcJited  in  1940,  but  in  the  comm.ercial  areas  it  is  likely  that  the 
acreage  will  be  increased  slightly  because  of  the  higher  prices  prevailing  in 
the  current  season. 

DRY  EDIBLE  BEANS 

The  prospect  for  dry  edible  beans  improved  somev/hat  during  August, 
and  resulted  in  an  increased  crop  indication  for  September  1.     The  total 
crop  is  indicated  to  be  15.1  million  bags  (100  pounds),  or  1.1  million  bags 
m_ore  than  were  produced  in  1939.     Present  prospects  point  to  a  pea  bean  crop 
som.ewhat  smaller  th?jn  that  of  a  year  ero-lier,  but  to  larger  crops  of  Great 
Northern,  Pintos,  and  some  important  commercial  classes  produced  in  California, 

Although  nc  definite  information  concerning  the  carry-over  of  dry  beans 
for  the   country  as  a  whole  is  yet  available,   apparently  it  is  larger  than 
anticipated  some  months  ago.     It  appears  that  the  carry-over  as  of  September  1, 
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1940  was  almost  as  lar^e  as  the  3.2  million  bags  (revised  estimate)  available 
in  1939  .-    Recent  reports  indicate  that  there  i  s  an  unusually  large  carry- 
over of  the  pinto.  Cranberry,  and  Red  Ki'dney  varieties  this  season.     The  carry- 
over of  Great  Northern  and  pea  beans  is  also  large,  whereas  there  is  a  reduced 
carry-over  of  the  miscellaneous  v?.rieties  in  California. 

If  the  carry-over  this  season  is  ab-r.nt  as  larg^        a  year  earlier,  xhe 
total  supply  of  beans  for  the  1940-41  season  is  about  18.3  million  bags  as 
compared  with  17.2  million  last  year.     Exports  of  beans  in  the  season  just 
closed  (totaling  close  to  800,000  bags)  were  the  largest  since  1920-21,  and 
together  with  shipments  to  United  States  territories  make  a  total  miovement 
out  of  the  country  of  about  1.2  million  bags.     Disappearance  within  the  United 
States  totaled  about  12.8  million  bags  as  compared  with  13.3  million  in 
1938-39. 

Market  prices  of  beans  generally  declined  slightly  during  August  but 
recovered  m.ost  of  the  loss  in  September.     New  York  City  wholesale  prices  of 
pea  beans  declined  from.  ^3.82  per  bag  in  July  to  $3.60  in  August  but  w^ere 
quoted  at  $3.90  in  late  September.     Red  Eidneys  dropped  from:  fp4.60  to  '!^4.50 
and  then  advanced  to  .■!;5.00  per  100  poimd  bags.     Prices  of  Pintos  at  Colorado 
shipping  points  declined  from^  $5.30  in  July  to  $2.02  in  August  but  bounded 
back  to  $3.15  in  late  September;  Great  Northerns  at  Idaho  shipping  points 
dropped  from^  ^|;2.82  to  |2.48  during  the  July-August  period  and  then  came  back 
to  aro'jnd  .^2.G8  in  September.     In  Calfironia  the  recent  price  decline  started 
later  and  continued  through  r.ost  of  September.     Bean  prices  in  late  September 
were  generally  belov/  the  relatively  high  levels  reached  in  September  1939 
following  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe.  ' 

TRUCK  CHOPS 

Snap  Beans:   Production  of  snap  beans  in  the  second  section  of  late 
States  ( Maryland,  New  Jersey,  Bn.d  Virginia)  is  indicated  to  total  982,000 
bushels,   ^r  about  15  percent  m.ore  than  was  pr-'iduced  in  this  area  in  1939. 
This  large  crop  following  a  sharply  increased  production  in  the  first  group 
of  late  States  just  preceding  in  the  P-arketing  of  the  c?^op  has  caused  market 
prices  to  decline  sharply.     Shipments  from  the  large  first  late  crop  are  still 
going  forward,   as  are  those  from  the  market  garden  areas.     Also  a  sizeable 
crop  is  yet  to  com.e  from  a  third  late  group  composed  of  California,  Louisiana., 
Mississippi,   and  the  Carolinas .     Supplies  of  snap  beans  from,  the  Korthe^^n  late 
St.^tes  mil  be  availf)±)le  until  frost,   and  then  the  source  ivill  shift  to  the 
Southern  States.     It  is  apparent  that  there  will  be  arj,ple  m.arket  supplies 
available  until  the  nev;  fell  crops  are  availp.ble.     Plantings  in  Florida,  the 
first  of  the  new  crop  areas  to  come  into  production,  were  light  up  to  mid- 
September  because  of  unfavorable  vieather,  but  the  prospect  is  for  a  heavy 
planting  by  the  latter  part  •:^f  the  m,'inth.     Growlers  received  relatively  high 
prices  for  the  fall  and  early  crops  of  snap  beans  last  season,  largely  because 
of  reduced  production  occasioned  by  low  temperatures,   and  it  is  probable  that 
plantings  in  all  these  areas  will  be  increased  materially  in  1941.     If  yields 
are  e.bout  equal  to  the  average  of  recent  years,   increased  plantings  are  likely 
to  result  in  greatly  increased  market  supplies  during  the  first  half  of  1941 
as  com.pared  with  those  in  the  first  half  of  1940.  / 

Cabbage:  Production  of  late  Danish  or  storage  type  cabbage  is  indicated 
to  total  272,700  tons  this  season  compared  with  240,400  tons  produced  in  1939. 

\ 
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Prospects  for  the  late  domestic  crcp  declined  slightly  during  August.  The 
crop^s  indic-.ted  to  total  371,600  tons  as  of  Septeiriber  1  compared  with 
297^,900  tons  in  1939.     These  tsvo' crops  indicate  th^t  the  market  supply  of 
cabbage  mil  be  plentiful  during  the  fall  and  winter  r.ionths .    Market  prices 
in  late  September  averaged  substeaitially  belovf  those  of  a  year  earlier  as 
a  result  of  these  large  supplies.     The  acreage  planted  to  fall  cabbage  in 
the  Norfolk  district  of  Virginia  and  in  the  Carolinas  is  indicated  to  total 
2,270  acres,  or  slightly  less  than  a  year  earlier.     Prices  received  for  the 
crop  in  the  early  States,  California,  Florida,  and  Texas,  in  1940  averaged 
slightly  higher  than  those  received  in  1959,  and  it  is  porbable  that  plant- 
ings in  1941  will  be  expanded  sonevrhat.     Production  in  these  fe.ll  end  early 
States  competes  directly  with  the  stored  portion  of  the  late  Danish  cr^p. 
Plantings  in  the  second  early  StBtes  nay  be  decreased  sliglitly  in  1941, 
since  prices  last  spring  were  somewhat  lower  than  in  1939. 

Carrots:  Production  in  the  late  Northern  States  is  indicated  to 
total  3,072,000  bushels  this  season  compared  with  2,861,000  bushels  in 
1939.     This  crop  is  the  principal  source  of  market  supplies  during  the  fall 
m.onths  and  a  portion  is  usually  stored  for  the  v.-inter  months.  California 
also  has  a  fall  crop  of  carrcts  vrhich  vrill  begin  to  move  to  market  in 
October.     Because  of  the  relatively  lov;  prices  received  for  both  the  fall 
ejid  early  (Arizona  8n.d  Texas)  crops  last  season,  it  is  probable  that  there 
will  be  slight  reductions  in  plontings  for  the  nev;  season. 

Co.ulif  lower :   The  crop  in  the  first  section  late  States  im.proved 
slightly  during  Au;.;ust,  md  v/as  inGic'^■ted  to  total  2,558,000  crates  as  of 
September  1.     This  is  ab  -irt  12  percent  more  than  was  produced  in  this  area 
in  1939  and  about  48  percent  greater  than  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average 
production.    In  the  Long  Island  aroa  of  ITev,'-  York  the  acreage  planted  to 
cauliflower  this  season  is   increased  about  5  percent,  but  unless  \delds 
are  equal  to  the  unusually  high  yields  of  the  pro-'dous  season,  the  crop 
v.^ll  not  be  as  large  as  in  1939, 

Growers  received  slightly  higher  prices  for  the  fall  and  v/inter 
and  the  early  cauliflower  crops  in  1940  as  com.pared  with  1939  .     It  is 
probable,  therefore,  that  the  acreage  planted  in  these  areas  for  1941  vjIII 
be  expanded  slightly. 

Celery;  production  of  celery  in  the  first  section  of  late  States 
(Colorado,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  Oregon,  and  Pennsylvania)  totals 
4,172,000  crates  this  season  compared  vat  h  3,543,000  crates  in  1939.  The 
marketing  of  tnis  large  crop  has  caused  prices  to  decline  in  recent  weeks, 
but  in  mdd-S^ptember  they  averaged  slightly  higher  theji  those  of  a  year 
earlier.    A  second  late  crop  in  Idaho,  Indiana,  Nev^  Jersey,  Utah,  and 
Y/ashington  has  been  plsjited.     The  "acreage  this  season  is  slightly  smaller 
than  that  of  a  year  ago,  but  if  yields  are  equal  to  the  average  of  the  last 
10  yeors  production  will  be  as  large  as  in  1939  .     It  is  probable,  therefore, 
that  there  will  be  ample  market  supplies  of  celery  for  the  fall  months. 

The  new  fall  crop  in  California  has  been  planted,  and  because  of 
the  lower  prices  received  for  this  crcp  last  season,  the  acreage  was  re- 
duced to  8,400  acres  from  6,650  acres  the  previous  year.     In  both  the  early

ar.d  second  early  celery.-  States,  hoyrever ,  prices  received  for  the  1940  croD 
were  3or:3wh-r^t  higher  than  tnrse  of  the  previous  year  and  these  improved 
prir^es  probably  vdll  result  in  some  expansion  of  acreage  in  these  areas  in 
1941. 

'     '       /Green_^eas:  Production  . of  ;^reen  peas  in  the  third  section  of  late 
States  (Arizona  "Calif orn^  a,   and  New  Mexico)  is  indicated  to  total  1,116,000 
bushels  this  season,  or  slightly  less  than  the  1,215,000  bushels  produced 
in,  this  area  in  1939  .     The  raarieeting  of  this  crop  is  in  full  smng.  Market 
prices  have  risen  in  re'c^jnt  weeks  and  in  late  September  averaged  somewhat 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.     This  higher  levelcof  prices  ia  a  direct  result  ^ 
of  the  smaller  supplies  available.  ,    ;  . 

Tomatoes ;  The  late  crop  of  tomiatoes  in  the  southern,  distf-ict  of 
Calif ornii  is  indicated  to  total  only  765,000  bushels  this  season,  compared 
v;ith  1 ,  0^,0  ..COO  byshels  va  year^  ^^^^^^  The  estimate  of  the  crop  in  the 

first  spc-tion  of  '  late  States  ' v/as'  also  reduced  ^^as 'of  September,  1.  from  that 
indirstod  a  month  earlier,   so  that  the  total  supply  of  late  tom.atoes  this 
Season  is  about  -iO  percent  snalier  -than  in  19.39 .     This,  smaller,  supply  to- 
gether Yvlth  seas'onal  factors  ha-s  resul<ted  in  a  fairly  sharp  rise  in  eastern 
market  prices  during  recent  weeks.  •  '  .  , 

Rains  have  necessitated-  repleuiting  low  .fields  of  fall  tomatoes  in 
certain  sections  of  p'lori'da.'  "  TomR.to'-pro  ducers,  receiveid  relatively  lov>r 
prices  f or . ±he..,f all ,,  crop.,. last._ season this  may  retard -acreage  expansion 
sor.swhat.     The  fall  acreage  has '  increased  sharply  during  recent  years.  3e- 
.  cause  of  freeze  dnioage  in  late  o'anuary  1940,  prices  for  the  early  tomato 
crops  were  somewho.t  higher  than  the  year  before.     These  higher  prices  are 
likely  to  result  in  increased  plantings  in  1941.     The ,,  acreage  for  harvest 
in  the  first  section  of  e ariy'  st-oteg,  ■  particularly ,  vfill  be.  increased  since 
there  were  heavy ..los.'s.e'S.  of  acreage  in.,  1940  from  freeze  damage, 

TRUCK  CROPS  FOR  PROCESSING 

Although-  the  acr-eage  pifihted.  tp  the  im.r)ortant-  processing,  vegetables 
in  1940  yras  about  15  percent ■  larger' t:han  that  planted  in  1939,,  pro.duction  is 
indicated  to  be  about  the  sarie  es  a  y^ar  earlier.    .Yields  of  mc'st  of  these 
vegetables  except  green  peas'  nind  beets -nave  b,een  di  sappoi-pting  this  season. 
Production  of  snap  beans,  beets,  cabb.age  for  -kraut,  sweet  corn,  green  peas, 
pmd  spinach  is  'indie, Vte-d- to  be.  larger  than  a  . year  earlier,  .but.  that  of  lima 
beans,  piriien'tc>s,  and  t-omatoes' -is  smaller.     On  the  basis  of  these  production 
indie oti  ^ns ,   the  total  -pack  of  canned  ■vegeto.bles  probably  v^ill  be  ab^-^ut  8 
perc-ent- larger  th an.;  th.e ...95  ..m.i.l.li ..  n  cases  packed  in  1939.    .Bcqayse  ,of  a  sharp 
reduction  in  the  carry-^o'ver  this  season',  however,  the  tot^ll  . supply  probably 
"v/ill  be  about  5  .percent  smaller  than  the  120  million  cases  available  in  1939 
but  will  be  about  6  percent  larger  than  total  -disappearance  in  1939-40.  The 
supply -of  groi^h  .  pe;.'.s.,  '.the.  m.ar.k.etjng-3f  which  .-began  in  June,  is. unusually 
large,  'but  the  supply  ■'■■'^.f  the  other  capjiied 'vegetables  »  except ,  asparagus  ,  will 
be  generally'  smaller.'  -         ■  '  -.  /■'....       .  ,  .
